Canadian plant breeders too, with 
the new wheats Redman and Rescue 
are making great strides. Quy rust 
research laboratory at Winnipeg has 
developed also two new outstanding 
oats which are completely resistant 
to all present forms of stem and leat 
rusts races. The kerne] is of a nice 
size, and these new oats have other 
favorable gualities that will suit the 
farmer. One of these now oats is 
called R.L, 1272, and is a cross be- 
tween Victory and R.L 524, ‘The other 
is called R.L, 1692, and is a cross be- 
tween Victory and R.L. 1272, It is 
highly probable that one of these 
new varieties wi] soon be accepted 
end licensed. Seed for general farin 
use, however, will not be available for 
a@ year or two, 

What incalvulable begefits farmers 
derive from our highly talented plant 
breeders. It is evident, however, that 
our government must be generous in 
supporting the work of our own 
Canadian plant breeders so that we 
may evei keep one stride ahead of 
our competitors.

1919 And 1946 
A Comparison 


Recent rumors and misleading state- 
ments about control have caused coy- 
siderable misunderstanding and have 
intensified the concern already felt by 
consumers over the recent increase in 
the cost of living. 

However, to straighten out the 
rumor mongers, a timely comparison 
of what has happened after the First 
ayd Second Great Wars is interesing. 
In August, 1946, one year after the 
Second Great War the cost of living 
index showed that prices had risen 
24.6 points since the war’s outbreak. In 
November, 1919, one year after the 
vlose of thie First Great War, when 
there was no price control system, the 
index had risen 66.3 points above its 
immediate pre-war levcl. Morcover 
the inflationary spiral contigued un- 
til it reached its highest point in July, 
920, when pntices had almost doubled.

Genuine democracy reaches far deep- 

er into life than merely giving its 
citizens the right to express their 
choice of rulers by ballot. Its basis 
is the mora] principle of the concern 
| of each for the welfare of all. 

This mutual concern for the wel- 
fare of tie whole must™be freely and 
voluntarily given by its members, 
Foree, or voercion is alien to the 
spirit_of democracy while it is, an 
ever-present ally of dictatorship rule. 

‘At the present time we seem to be 
engaged in a popular movemeyt of 
organizing ourselves into “Special 
Interest Groups.” Laborers, farmers, 
manufacturers, income-tax payers, 
und even professionals of various 
kinds are becoming highly organized 
iroups. While the movement is in 
tended to better the economic position 
of each group, it may easily become 
the thing that will make governments 
overleap the rapidly vanishing wall 
that separates democracy from 
bureaucratic dictatorship rule today. 

No fault could be found with this 
movement were it not for the oft 
overlooked fact that it means the de- 
velopment of a group struggle that 
such a group struggle must destroy 
the moral prinviple of common concern 
for the welfare of all which has to give 
away for the welfare of the group in 
such a struggle, Thus thle basis of 
democracy is being seriously under- 
mined, 

Restrictive laws offset these group 
struggles which ave today becoming 
highly selfish, or any other type of 
restraint applied by forve of ayy kina 
would place our democracy in a pos 
ition of standing at the back door 
with its hand on the doorknob while, 
marching through the front door to 
take over the nation’s affairs,would be 
some sont of fascist 
something we do not want in Can 
ada, or any other plage in this small 
world, 

Democracy can only be maintained 
so long as all its component parts, or 
groups, obey the moral laws that are 
inseparable from the enjoyment of 
freedom and privileges which it

Tivese moral obligations rest with 
equal weight upon thie shoulders of 
employee and employer alike, In fact 
it must rest upon all who have aun 
economic stake in our common wealth 
of life. Before serving themselves 
they must fulfill democracy’s abli- 
gation to serve the public, or common 
welfare, 


Our économic set-up is already badly 
disjointed and out of gear. We are 
more’ than a little handicapped in our 
effort to regain our foreign’ markets 
because of strikes. Our whole dem. 
ocratic system is losing faee at home 
and abroad. Farmers can scarcely 
keep machinery going for lack of re- 
pair parts or replacement of worn- 
out machine, and other industries have 
to shut down for lack of materia: 
essentia] to them because our whole 
economic system is terribly interde- 
pendent, 


Labor seeking its fair and just 


share of reward is a struggle whicu | 


can be condemned by no right-think 
person. But is other not some other 
‘pathway than these paralpsing strikes 
by which the goal can be reached. 

All groups possess the legal right 
to strike, but is there not also a moral 
obligation resting upon all—labor and 
industry—to consider the welfare of 
the general public?

Canada’s Forest Wealth 


CANADA WAS ONE of the few fortunate countries which emerged 
from the war with material resources undamaged by bombs or other 
weapons of devastation. Consequently, in company with the United States) 
and the South American countries, we have endeavoured to contribute as | 
much material as possible to those nations whose fields and factories were 
damaged or destroyed during the war. Food has been probably our most 
important export and much emphasis has been placed on the need for 
Canadian wheat and other food products abroad, Food is undoubtedly 
of the greatest importance there at the present time, but we are some- | 
times reminded that they have also a housing problem, much more grave 
than that which we face here, because of the fact that many thousands 


of their pre-war homes were partially or totally destroyed.

The task of reconstruction is an enormous one, 

World Shortage not only from the point of view of housing, but 
° in the rebuilding of railways and other essen- 

Is Predicted tial facilities. Much of this reconstruction will | 
depend on an adequate supply of lumber, as do the building programmes 
now being commenced on this continent. However, a study of the world 
lumber supply, made during the past year by the United Nations’ Food 
and “Agriculture Organization, has shown that there is a serious shortage 
which will be felt soon; It has been found that Europe, the Middle East 
and the Far East have emerged from the war with greatly depleted lumber, 
supplies, while in the United States lumber stocks have reached an all-time 
low. Britain’s situation in this respect is described as even more ‘serious. 
Canada on the other hand was found to be one of thé few countries whose 


forestry is “in fair condition’. 


. * * ® . 


Reasons for the shortage were given by Sir John 
Production To Boyd Orr, F.A.O., director-general, as ‘deforestation, 

indaequate forest management, failure to develop 
Be Increased mature forests, incomplete utilization and insuffici- 
ent technical personnel.” It must also be recognized that during the war 
the need for wood increased greatly and many more trees were cut than 
would be the case in normal times. Attention is now being directed to 
increasing the production of Canadian forests. In this connection the F.A.O. 
report says: “Large programs of work on Canadian forest improvement 
and rehabilitation projects are now being started. These are expected to 
lay the ground work for more orderly management and better projection 
of the forests in future; at the same time they should provide useful em- 
ployment for large numbers of people during the period of transition from 
a wartime to a peacetime economy.” From this report, it appears that the 
lumbering industry may become increasingly important both to Canada 
and to those countries who will look to her for supplies of this essential 
product. .

Q.—I am holding some temporary 
ration coupons with a “Beaver” 
stamped on them. Are these “Beaver” 
coupons still valid for the purchase 
of rationed commodities? 

A.—Consumers holding unused 
“Beaver” coupons my, on application 
to a Local.Ration Board, have them | 
exchanged for the néwly-issued “Buf- 


unnumbered and bearing a beaver de- 
sign, which ar@ used for the purchase 
of meat, sugar, preserves and butter, 
expire on October 31. “Beaver” cou- 
pons for evaporated milk, only, will 
continue to be valid.

Q.—I believe that some meat and 
butter coupons are being declared in- 
valid the end of October. Will you 
list for me the coupons which will no 
longer be used after October 31, 

A.—Meat coupons Q-1 to Q-4 in 
the No. 5 ration book and M-51 to 
M-55 in the new book, and butter 
coupons R-18 to R-21 in the old book 
and B-26 to B-28 in the new, will be- 
come invalid for the purchase of 
these commodities after October 31.

Q.—Have hairnets been removed 
from the price ceiling regulations? 
The other day I was able to purchase 
a hairnet and noticed that the price 
had gone up several cents. 

A.—Hairnets are still under the 
ceiling, but the subsidy on imported 
hairnets has been removed and the 
price has therefore increased.

Q.—Has the price of,turkeys grade 
“A" been increased? 

A.—The Prices Board has “‘an- 
nounced that effective September 3 
maximum wholesale prices for Grade 
“A” turkeys in all parts of Canada 
will be 244 cents a pound higher than 
those in effect during the 1945 pack- 
ing period—November and Decem- 
ber. These prices will apply through- 
out the year.

Port Of Churchill Takes Stock After 


Grain Ships Leave’ 


CHURCHILL, Man. — After the 
last two grain ships of the year left 
for England, officials of this Hudson 
Bay port took stock of its 1946 ship- 
ping season and surveyed its hopes 
for next year, 

When the eighth and ninth freight- 
ers—the Fort Richelieu and the Hill 
Crest Park—sailed they brought the 
| port’s wheat exports this year up to 
an unofficial 2,800,000 bushels, fifth 
best season in point of number of 
ships and possibly the third best in 
quantity of shipments Churchill has 
enjoyed, 

In addition to the wheat, the Dal- 
gleish line ships which called here 
this season loaded pit props and some 
miscellaneous cargo after discharg- 
ing whiskey, curling stones and china. 

Every carload of wheat or grain 
sent to Churchill went over the 1000- 
mile Hudson Bay Railway, a single-

Of Canada 


The foresight of the Government of 
Canada in setting aside national park 
areas has proved very effective in 
couserving the wildlife of this coun- 
try, A notable example is the saving 
of the buffalo from possible extinc- 
tion. 

In the early sixties, it is claimed, 
there were millions of bison, or buf- 
falo, roaming the plains of North 
. America. Some thirty years later, be- 
vause of the relentless slaughter for 
profit, for sport, or simply for the 
luet of killing, buffalo had become 
quite scarce, The story of the saving ot 
this magnificent species is closely 
bound up with the establishment of 
Canada’s national park system, To- 
day there are 26 yational parks cov- 
ering an area of approximately 29,000 
spuare miles and all are wildlife 
sanctuaries. One of the smallest, 
“Blk Island National Park” iv central 
Alberta measuring 52 square miles, 
is frequently referred to as “the new 
home of the buffalo.” 

Elk Island Park was set aside in 
1906 to preserve the’ waptl, or elk, 
which was fast disappearing, Later 
the Cengdian authorities decide? to 
move the herd of buffalo temporarily 
established at Elk Island to a fenced 
reserve at Wainwright Alberta, Some 
forty animals were so wild that they 
could not be captured, Descendants
